Those words were listened to with 
the greatest attention, thoiigh to all 

bat 
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but tlie party that visited tlie ruins it 
was wholly unintelligible. Theif drcw 
from it an inference, that luade tlicni 
conclude they were not to make auy 
more searches, tili one or all had visit- 
ed Bononi« Tue strains ceased ; each 
looked at the other, as if to enquire 
what it meant ; but tlio&e that did uii- 
xlerstand it inade no particular remark.

Whcü 
they had cxamined every place, an-l 
.found ail t.?uc, father Gregory, i'ne 
captain, Fitzallüp., and Josepli, went to 
rest^ — thc remahivler tliosc ^ sit iin the 
nigiit/ The ca])taai; beforö 1ieTCtirc<!> 
gave Orders to \)C, callcd. nt '^iieh^*'. 
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alarm ; father Gregory recommendeJ 
them to the care of Hcaven, and theu 
left theni. 

Wheii Fitzallan came to his apart- 
nicttt, he found Michael in a soiind 
slfeep. The captain accompanied hini ; 
fov, as yet he had not found the way 
tor bis room, or from it, withoiit a 
guido.

I know sevc- 
ral of the comniuriity, who from bis 
Icssons have been brought to despise' 
thcir way of life, and earnestly to ^\1$h 
for that pcriod, whcn they shall be 
able to rcturn with credit to thtit l&mi- 
lies. Tlie disguise they wcar,'Avhcn 
they are ont npon any expedition, to- 
tally precljides all apprehensions of be- 
ing persoiially discovered ; and, Vlj^t- 
cver money Jiey gc"; at thc gaming 
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table, or otlier articles which lliey pro- 
eure, when liiere is ariy public calami.- 
tv. or in tlieir difFereiit excursioiis, they 
live obliged by their oaths to reiivier ii 
just account of ; and, aftcr the nects- 
,sary ilisbu "schien Is, tiie remaindcr (i\u- 
less some p;irticular bauble shoidd hu 
fli/sired by an individual) goes to tlie 
public aceouiit, Mhich is settled once 
a month. 'riiey have, I think, j)i'o- 
curc'd a gicat deal M^ithin tlie last six 
months, and, 1 h(iie\'e, wlien tlie year 
\s \iV' <ind thev lco to Bononi, ii v/iii 
i)e found tJiere ts cnovigh to s( rti;* n 
great nianyofthe comniunity, But, 
in this Society, as weil as in all orl^en^ 
tlicie are men, wbo, notwithstandirg 
tliey have liad vcvy ii!)eral ediicatioi-^. 
nnd are by V .:\h geutlemen, yet are zu 
rnncn addicrcü to vice f.nd a liccntioi»"!; 
^,vay of life, that all reaspning. aiuJ 
ev&ti Ihc dread of punishnient l:ere- ' 
aftCF; car.not vvcaii ^hem fron: pursuit.^;

sible Iiow dearly tlie gratification of 
every vice is purcluiscd 1 havc becn 
inibnncd hy father Gregory that thcrc 
arc tv/o sets of members in thc soci-"^' 
at Bon Olli ; the eiders of one cüEÄ com- 
mand the Services of cei-scial spirits. 
inhabitants of the air ; the bther set> 
those of the infernal regions. Thty 
Ijoth follow in all things the doctriiic?; 
of Arbatei, üee, and others, wliöse 
riiap;i.'a] rrinciples arewell knov/n, and 
.1 think their aphorisms havcbccn, 90i 
are noAv^ not only beiieved; bat fol- 
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loNvccl by evcn princes. By what I cau 
learn from fathcr Gregory, I shall be 
at liberty to make niy election into 
cither of those parties, and so will you, 
if thcy oblige you to become a nicm- 
ber. I tliink I can not be at a loss to 
giicss whicli you will embrace, nor 
ncccl I teil you which I shall make choice 
of. '^As I tolcl you, I have promiscd 
to bc thcre at the end of tlie twclve- 
nionth ; but what to make ofthat clause 
whicli cnjoius each individual to pre- 
scnt themselves, dcad or alive, I know 
not ; it is beyoud my comprehension. 
I cannot be brought to believe they 
liave power oycr departcd spirits, so as 
to oblige them to'obey their commands; 
-and yet, I know not liow to doubt fa- 
lber Gregory, who strongly asserts the 
truth of it, saying that Every thingisto 
be obtained, if we religiously obey the 
ri^s laid do\vn in the aphorism.

*' I return ed to my apartmcnts in a 
JBtate of nmdness; but Le Bruii agäin 
canie in as an auxiliary, and persuaded 
me not to leave Turin, but to assuine 
a disguise, and continue near, towatch 
the motions of my father, if he canie 
there**^Sitf, if he did n6t; as soon as I 
kiiew#fiere he was, I might öccäsiou* 
ally visit the family again.

*^ As I Said this, I heard a loud laugb 
in an adjoining room;. severalpedple* 
seemed to enter, and I instantly recog- 
nized the voices of my successful an- 
tagonists. Their discoursc turned oix 
their success, and, from the >vhole of 
it, I kamt they had won froin niyselt^ 
aad Ä young Neapolitari nobleman, 
ten thousand pounds ; and theu went 
pnjr:to explain to each other in what 
manner they had duped us. * Are you 

satisfied 
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satisfied ?' asked the gentleman. * I 
atn,' Said I, * and here religiously 
5Wear to abide by the proinise I have 
made you ; and earnestly entreat, 
that you will permit me to considcr you 
as my siucerest friend.' * You have 
that permission,' said he, 'and, if it is 
in my power to sen-e you, duringyour 
rtay at Rome, I shall be happy to do it. 
I was once youngand volatile as yoiir- 
self, and, ^ike you, was the düpe of 
sharpers. I sufFered severely for niy 
iblly, and have made it a practixrc, for i 
some years, to ^vnrn every young man 
I see plunging into that folly, which 
destroyed my peace and hopes for evcr 
in this World, — but, in tlie ncxt, I 
hope for happiness.* 

'* There was something in this gA- 
tleman's conversation, that charmed 
öne, and I ventured to ask him several 
questions.

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When tbey Avere gone, a long aii«i 
interesting conversation took place be- 
tween the father, the captain and Fitz- 
allan, respecting the agency of spirits, 
and the power they M'erc siipposed to 
have over the actions of man.

^^ lic had becn upon an intimacy sft ' 
our house near three months, when a 
letter anived from my father-in-law, 
stating, That, in consequence of unrc- 
mitted attention to the business he was 
engaged in, his health had suffered 
much, and he feared, unless he could 
relax in some measure, he should never 
live to return. He hinted a wisli to 
see all hischildren oncemore; but, a& 
that was, he said, impossible, be shoukl 
try to reconcile himself to his fatc. 
<Jly wife, who loved her father tendeily,

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Miis instantly alarnicd. Shc would go 
to him, slie said ; and, if she could not 
prevail upon him to return with her, 
slie would stay and close his eyes. I 
^ was surprised to hear her talk in this 
manner^ ^ Surely, my love,' said I, 
' you kuow not wliat you talk of. 
You forget those tender ties thatT)ind 
you to this country ; you forget your 
. child ; • you forget nie ; you forget Ge- 
ne vievc' * I do not, I do not forget 
,• cither,'said she, bursting into tears; 
* but I feel for my poor father, wha 
has no one to administer the least coni-» 
fort to him. Hitherto, he bas beeu 
äccustomed to receive the tenderest 
j' attention fromhis cliildren ; and, whea 
c. he feit pain, they were evej ready tö 
' ■ alleviate, and sootlie it. Now, he is in 
a Strange country, wthout a singLö 
friend to assist him/ 



'** Seeing her so much distressed, nijg-. 
..; . mind 
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mint! was on the rack to thiuk wliat 
I could do. At last, a thouglit Struck 
nie, tliat, as I had nothing to confinc 
me to my home, I miglit go with my 
wife and family to Tangiers, and con- 
tinue there, tili M. La Touche sliould 
be able to return ; and I imagined, in 
all probability, I should be able to assibt 
him in the arrangement o( his afFairs, 
and, by that means, accelerate his re- 
turn to his native country. Flushed 
with this idea, I communicated it to 
my wife, who immediately came into 
my way of thinking. Qenevieve was 
cur next consideration. She entered 
into our views, and was happy in the 
thought she should again seeher father. 
We therefore gave the necessary Orders 
to prepare for our departure, and I set 
about settlingniy afikirs; that, in casc* 
of accidents, my wife and child niigjit 
be provided for. This was conipleted 
.- in 
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in a few days, and, in about'a fort- 
niglit, every thing was ready. 

'' At this crisis, an obstacle occurred^- 
"which we had not foreseen. This was 
the lover of Genevieve. He hacT been 
in Paris, with bis faniily, near a weeky 
wben M. La Toucbe's letter arrived» 
We had written, to inform bim of our 
Intention of leaving Cambray, and our 
reasons for taking Genevieve. We 
did not receive any answer to this, and ' 
therefore, three days previous^to our** 
intended departure, we wrote again ; . 
but, before that letter reached Paris, he 
was at our bouse. He was distracted 
at the idea of our going. He used 
every argument an impassioned lover 
€ould UTge, to prevail on me to alter 
our plan,' or, at least, to defer it tili he 
was become the husband of Genevieve. " 
But, as this period depended on cir-

He prayed, intreated tliat we M'ould 
suspend our departure for a fcw days, 
whilst he should set off for Paris to his 
parents, and there plead the cause of 
love, that he might return and make 
Genevieve his Avife before our depar- 
ture. Ilis heart being set upon going 
to her father, slie would not hcar of

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it ; but he found meaiis to galn my 
consent to stay, while he went to hje^ 
friends* If he succeeded, he was ta 
return within such ä limited tiitie ; if 
not, we were tö pfoceed without secing 
hini. 

**We stayed, under tlie greateat 
anxiety, Gemcvieve con^tantly declar- 
ing She would not be his wife, tili she 
had again seen her fathey. Tbe time , 
appointed came; but no Vaucluse 
made his appearance; we, therefore, 
wrote to him, and hastened to Havre, 
where we were to embark. We reached 
there in safety, and, five days after, 
sailed with a fair wind. My little boy 
and my wife feit severely the effects of 
the sea, for the first four daj^s ; but 
Genevieve was butslightly aftected by 
it ; the child's nurse was very iU.

* This is no trifling eneiny/ said the 
captain, turning to his men ; ^we must, 
niy lack, prepare to seil our livcpdearly, 
and not flinch ; we must conquer ov 
die : it will be a tough bout, biit ncver 
mhid.' / 

*^ To teil you what I feit, whcn I 
discovercd thc approaching sail to be a 
JS^iHee roYcr, would be more than J am 
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capable of. My wife, my chilct, my 
sister, roshed like a torrent on my 
mind : but there was no time for deli- 
beration. Tliey were placed in tbe 
hold for safety, and all hands appeared 
on deck. Our ship mounted six brass 
swivels, and two two-pounders on the 
quarter-deck. She had ten men, in- 
cluding the captain, and nine passen- . 
gers, seven of whom were my family ; 
the others, a gentleman and bis ser* 
vant, who had remained m bis birtb^ 
owiug to the illness he had experienced 
from sea-sickness» The rover bo^ 
down rapidly upon us. The captam 
desired I would go to the ladies, as my 
iguorance in maritime afFairs might be 
fatal to me, but could not possibly be^ 
nefit him. I descended, and found my 
wife, through terror, had fallen iato 
fits. She clasped her infant to her 
bosom, and Genevieve found it impos^- 
siblc to diseugage him, she held htm

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SO tight. However, I at last succeed- 
ed in getting hini from her. I caught 
her in my arnis. I tried to make her 
sensible I was uear her, but in vain. — 
Poor Genevieve lield the dear babc to 
licr bosoni and kcpt close to iis. 

^* In thc mean time, the rover had 
overtakenand endeavoured to board us, 
but was beat ofF by the guns and a fire 
of small anns. She was a large gallcy, 
mounted tweiVe guns, w^itli a huncbed 
men. The fire of our swivels and mus- 
quetry had made considerable havoc 
among thera. The pirate, irritated at 
their repulse, returned to the Charge 
with redoubled fury. The fight con- 
tinued near twenty minutes, when they 
suGceeded in boarding us. At that in- 
stant, the other passenger, whom we 
had not before seen, ^nteredtUe hold 
, covercd with blood. He Tai£^|igerly

**At that moincnt, a tall ferocious 
looking man entered. He surveyed 
the miserable groupwith appareut plea- 
sure, and gave Orders for our bcing cou- 
veyed on board the galley. I accosted 
him and implcred bis pity, biit in vain. 
The slaves took my wife in their arnis, 
I .endeavoured to oppose tliem, bat was 
•Struck down ; my bleeding infant was 
ßimtched fmm me ; I was loaded with 
<;hains, and the miserable Vaucluse, 
■who liad, I afterwards found, assisted 
.to defend the ship, and was much 
wounded, was loaded with heavier chaiBs 
than myself. We were all conveyed 
on boärd the pirate, and, öh! misera- 
h\e to relate ! I saw^ for the kst time, 
räy dear, my tender wife. 
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^'Vaucluse, myselfand three otliers, 

all that reniained of the crew, were pla- 

ced togethcr. The captain had been 

killed the moment theinfidels succecd- 

ed in boarding tlie vesseL Vaucluse's 

serv^nt, wlio had fought by the side of 

his master, feil likeM isc. At that mo- 

ment, Vaucluse, who had receivcd a 

severe wound on his head, and another 

on his arm, quitted tlie deck and de- 

scended to us, Six of the crew were 

killed by the fire from the galley, and 

:,. the pirates had lost three-and-twenty 

f^ ;^ of theirs. Whcn I found we werc to 

*^ ' -"fbe separated from all I held dear in life, 

"#^reason fled, and I became the wretch- 

yictim of merciless barbarians. Ah ! 
my God ! pity the past suiferings of 
the being thou hast formed, and, out 
of thy merciful goodness, hasten that 
pericxl, when my aged eyes will close 
for ever in oAiis world, to open again in 
rverlastlng happiness ! 
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'* Pardon tny weakness," said the 
good old man ; ** though so many 
years have passed over my wretched 
head, yet I cannot resist the tear of -t 
recoUection." 

Fitzallan and the captainsympathized 
in his sorrow, and added the tear of 
pity to his sufferings. - After a pausen 
Jie proceeded. 

'* How long I remained in a state of 
insanity, I know not, but, I believe, , 
some months. During my deprivation 
of reason, it seemed I had been treated 
with lenity. The Älahometans are 
taught a kind of respectfor the miser- 
able mäniacs; but that pity whiöh^. 
they bestow on them is denied to those 
who are sensible of t^eir sufferingsf, 
As soon, thercfore, as reasön bad agaiu 
resumcd her seat, I awoke to att:^the 
•sense of bitterness^nd avo«. When I 
. Vol. IL IS X^t^NX 
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bcgan to recover, I was ordered to work 
in the garden. My portion was to dig 
sand, and wheel it to a distant part, 
^ yhere a large mount had been raised, 
and at which all tlie captives worked. 
\ had asked several questions about my 
»wife, my child, and my sister; biit 
they were wholly Ignorant of their fate, 
or pretended to be so. I could not 
learn whether I was the siave of the 
man who captured us, or had been sold 
to sonie other. Often, when my 
strength was inadequate to the work I 
was set about, have I fainted, and been 
called back to life by the stripes of the 
barbarian who was set over us. 

'^ I had been in this miserable State 
three years, when we were infojined 
that a Company of English and French 
gentleraen had arrived, for the express 
purpose of ransoming English slaves* 
My heart beat wiA^ transport at the 

souud. 
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soünd. ' Ah ! my God !' said I, 'hast 
• thou at last heard the prayers of thy 
wretched servaiit, and shall I once 
more be blessed with the sight of those 
dear objects of all my cares, if they 
still exist { 

" I passed the night in hopes and 
fears, such as had nearlyagain overaet 
my poor tottering brain. I had suiFered 
severely the day before, from a pimish* 
ment inflicted on nie, for niy inabilily 
to perform the task enjoined. Äfy 
limbs were lacerated, and my body 
XV'orn to a skeletön* When I was or* 
dci^ out to the square among theöther 
captives, I was too weak to stand, and 
^ms obliged to be supported thithcr, 
I cagerly looked around me, to see.ifi 
amöngst^ those that ^wcre to be redeem- 
ed,i I €oükl dißco\x?r any one of the 
dear objects for whom my bouI pantcd. 
Whöllyi>egar41eiss o£tho8<r.that wcrcjtb 
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. perform the work of angels^ my eye 
revolved back with^despair.; A heart- 
rending sigh tore my •bosoitaM'when I 
found myself clasped in the ärms of 
Vaucluse ! J I 

^^ I dropped insensible upon bis 
breast I was carried out to an apart- 
ment, where those that were ransomed 
; had assembled. Lpve, grief, fear, joy, 
.äU assailed me by turns. I looked 
"wildly round, and could scarcely believe 
my senses. All whirled in strongcoB* 
fusion. I had a cordial given m6 ; it 
^tcd like electricity ; my frame seemed 
to feel new vigor, and I attempted to 
walk, with my ransomed fellow-suflFer- 
ers, to the house appointed to receive 
US ; but I again fainted, and vas 
obliged to be carried thither. Every 
accommodation was procured for me 
that my wretched Situation required ; 
but it was wme days bcfore I was col- 
^ lected 
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lected enoagh to talk with that faith* 
ful friend, Vaucluse, when hc came ta 
me, and, in the most tender mamier, 
answeredall my enquiries. 

'• Hc told mo, that, Before we reacli- 
ecl the port of Sallee, Avhich was not 
tili the eveniug of the second day, I 
was in the wildest State of distraction. 
As soon as we came there, I was placed 
apart, and, from the discourse of one- 
of the Christian slaves, who spoke 
French, he understood I was taken 
care of; but himself and the ofther* 
three were treated with the greatest 
severity. His wounds were ncglected, 
and, had it not been for the hunianity 
of the Christian slave, he must have 
perished, the second day of his being 
brought there; but he washed his 
wounds, and procured forhim a cordial, 
which he gave him three or four timfis 
a day« 

F 3 *^ ^^ 
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'* He had been there near a fortnight, 
before he could gain the least intelli- 
geiice respecting the ladies. iVt length, 
through this good slave, he learnt they 
had been carried up^into the country, 
to a house, or rather liarani, belonging 
to the captäin, about six leagues from 
Sallee, and the cbild had been. carried 
there like\vise. This was all tlie inte}li» 
gjSBice he could procura, and it waanot 
l^ng before he was, with three others^ 
sold to a Moorish merchant, who ha:d 
recently come to reside at SaJlee. Ta 
this worthy man he owed his liberty ; 
for, soon after he had been with hkn^ 

' he came to exaniine whether his wound^ 
Avere enough healed, to enable him to 

. assist in the work of the house, the 
principal of which then was to carry 
water to and from the baths. He found him 
ipcapable of lifting any thin^^^ipeight. 
He.iüked what friends he had, aiid 
whether he thought they would bc in-, 

clincd - 
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cliiicd to ransom him. Vaucluse told 
him without reserve his real Situation, 
and the niisery he endured respccting 
tlie fate of the laclies. This good Moor 
gave him reason to hope every tbing ; 
for, he would endeavour to procura 
intelligence of them. Ple bid him 
write home to bis friends, and na- 
med the price of his ransom, Avhich 
was but very little more than what 
be bad paid for his puicbase.— 
In three weeks afiter, he heardthat 
my dear, my* tender Maria was no 
Aiore. She had died the day after her 
, removal from SaUee. My little boy 
bad been adopted by the captain, who 
had lost a sou about a month before he 
captured us. Äly dear Genevieve was 
alive, and that was all. One pf the 
niaids Mas dead, the other iiving and 
mtU ; but niy man was killed in the 
engagement. The good Moor said he 
had oftered a ransom for Genevieve, 
F 4 Vxt. 
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but could not do any tliing for niy 
dear child; he being adopted, it was to 
no purpose to mention it. 

'' This," said Vaucluse, *^was thc. 
dismal tidings I received ; and, believe 
me, when I assure you tliat I could not 
help rejoicing in your State of insenai- 
bility, knowing how acutely you would 
feel your sorrows. As soon as I had 
procured intelligence of you, I lost not 
a monient in seiiding to my friendsy 
for a sum sufficient to cfFect the ran- 
som of all ; but the Almighty decreed 
it otlierwise ; my relations did not » 
answer my letters. My good master 
had purchased my dear Genevieve; 
ßhe resided in his house, and was 
employed in instructing his two 
daughters, the öne about eleven years 
of age, the other nine. 

"Here, though I could not have 

the 
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the liappiness of seeing her, yet I had 
the satistaction of hearing she was well, 
and I had been permitted to inforin 
her of my Situation and yours. She 
had written to nie, and in her letter 
she had earnestly desired, that I would, 
if anywise possible, send to her father, 
and briefly relate what had happeöed. 
This. idca had never striick me. I 
had been so much taken up with the 
thoughts of hearing from my friends, 
and occupied with your miseries, that 
I had not even thought of the only 
manon earthl ought to have addressed 
upon the subject. I wrote immediately, 
and, by the assistance of my good 
friend, this letter was sent to Tangiere. 
What was my distress, when an answer 
c^xß€f announcing the death oF that 
deÄ-ii'iend ! He had been dead above 
a week. I dreaded to impavt this 
news to Genevieve, and by the advice 
o£ my.sia^r, l^ept it from h€P, How« 
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ever, he thought it advisable to send 
inimediatcly to a correspondent he had 
at Tangiers, whom he desired to apply 
for an account iii what manner the 
aftaU(9,,of M. L^ XQjiJche ha^ been left. 

" We waited a considerable time fov 
ap answer ; at length, one came, sta- 
ting that, though he had repeatedly ap- 
plied to the gentleman to whom he had 
been directed, he had met witb nothing 
|)ut evasive answers; that, tired out 
wijth repeated appHcations, lie had at 
last äddressed the French consul, who 
had. ündertaken to bring the businesa 
fprward, and he was led to hope it 
would not long be delayed. Howcver, 
^lere were many reasons to think that 
Riemen, inwbose hands M. LaTouche's 
^ffaifs were, would make it their study 
to protract the busiftess as long as pos- 
sibte, . especially as the heirs of M. La 
Touche were iu captivity ;- but, if any 
,.,M person 
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person of consideration was to eome as 
their representative, in all probability 
it woulcl soon be settled. 

'•* This letter gave me much imea^i- 
ness. I had not as yet lieard from 
my family, tbough letter after letter 
had been sent. My good niaster saw 
the miseiy I endured, not only on my 
own account, but on yours, and my 
dear Genevicve's. He saw the conflict, 
and generously ofFcred to go to Tan- 
giers, and take nie and Genevieve >vith 
him. I feil at bis feet in a transnoitof 
gratitudc. You at this time were in 
the same insensible State, as when we 
first landed at Sallee. 

• 

V This good man soon made pvepa- 
rations for our departure. We i^^hed 
Tangiers in safety ; but I \tiU iiot at- 
tempt to paint the distress tof.the dear 
Ocnevicve. For some WQd% ^e.had 
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every reason to fear she would be in 
the satne state as yourself ; but Ileaven, 
at last, restored her to us, and, in fpur 
months, I had the satisfaction of find- 
iug M. La Touche's afFairs settled, as 
far as they could then be arranged. A 
copy of bis will had remained at.Tan- 
giers. The will itself had been sent to 
Canibray, to a relation of his wife*s. 
It appeared that he was, at the time of 
making it, ignorant of our intention of 
leaving Flanders, and Fate cut short 
his thread of life, before he could bc 
made acquainted with the niisfortune 
that had befallen us ; for, he lived but 
a very short time after he wrote that 
fatal letter, which laid the foundation 
for all thöptniseries you have suffered. 

''"^As soon as matters were arranged/^. 
we^aid the benevolent Moor the.ino- ^ 
ney he had advanced for Genevieve^s' 
raäsom and my purchase, and hastened 
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to retum to Sallee, to procure your 
relcase ; but guess what was our grief 
and amazement, when we found that 
the captain of the rover luid been eithcr 
killed, Oü taken prisoner by an English 
ship, which he had the tenierity to en- 
gage; that the whole of the propertyhad 
bcen seized on by his brother, Avho had 
sold all his slaves, and was gone to Fez, 
We set aboiit to make every enquiry 
about you ; but, after the most diligent 
seaix'h, for two nionths, we remained 
in the sanie stateof ignoranceas beforCi 
The poor Genevieve refused all com-^ 
fort, and would not be persuaded tO' 
leave Sallee, tili some intelligf nee had 
been obtained respecting yoüirself, or 
thedear boy. The good Moor, at whose 
house we resided, still continxied his 
seareh. Ile öffered liberal rewards to 
any one who should give any accoffHt 
of you, either dead oralive; but all 
proved ineffeetual. We, therefore, con- 
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cluded you had died ia the State in 
which we left you, and that the child 
had becn taken to Fez withthe woman. 
Proper men were sent there to make the 
same enquiries, but np news could be 
obtained of either. 

'^Finding it impossrble to gain ariy 
intelligence, I atlast succeeded in per- 
suading Genevieve to retarn with me 
to Flanders. I had not receivcd a ^m- 
gle line from my fauiily, and I was in 
hopes that I could prevail upon tlie 
dear girl tp bless me with her band, if 
I could once more gct her amongst her 
friends. She at length reluctantly con- 
sented to go, and places were taken 
for US in a fruit boat, to carry us to 
Gibraltar, from whence we hoped to 
get Q, passage to some port of France^ 
Weieft^^r hospitable protector with 
tears,s|^iÄer whose roof wehad experi- 
€nced/>MLore humanity than we ever 

shoulil 
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sliouid, liad a similar lot befallen iis, 
among those who proftßs thc faith of 
Christ Heassured us, at parting, that 
nothing should be left undone by hini 
to asccrtain your fate and the cliikKs, 
Wc staid at Gibraltar thrce wccks, and 
thenobtained a passage in a merchant- 
nian boiind f br Bordeaux. 

^*\Vhcn \ve rcachcd Cambray, ye 
vere astonished at the aniazing altera- 
tion WC saw, not only ou the do^laia 
belonging tomy father, but that belong^ 
ing to you. The places appeared tor 
tally changcd, and, when we drew up 
to the door of the hptel, which nearly 
faced niy father's, I m as sui|)rised to 
see two servants, who \vere strangers to 
me, in deep niourning, Avalk down the 
avenue, leading a child. Supposing 
them to be visitors to my friends, I left 
Genevieve at the hotcl, and walkcd up 
|t to the house. I had oa a ^loorish dress^ 

and 
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and of course was not recognized. I 
asked for mjPfather. ' He is dead, * 
Said tlie servant — for my mother — *She 
is at Soissons' — for my brother — *He 
is dead too ; we are now in mourniüg 
for him.' 

**A cold shivering seized me; I 
grewsick, andinstantlyfainted, , Those 
thatwerenear conveyed me into a rooni. 
I soon recovered, and from the servants 
I urderstood, that My father had died 
four months after my departure, of the 
small pox ; that my mother had not 
been in health sittce ; but she had li ved 
with my brother, tili he had been kill- 
ed in a duel by an English gentleman, 
with whom he had quarrelled at the- 
Opera, and that iiiy mother, in conse- 
<}uence of this additioual distress, had- 
lost Irer senses, and been confined, as. 
she had lost her other son (meaning me) 
some time before, but nobody kne^^ i 
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how, as he had not been jMn for a long^ 
time, and it was suppoi^whe was kill- 
ed ; for, a letter had come, to say he 
had gone on board a ship, and been 
takeu by pirates. Tliis incoherent ac* 
count induced me to ask Who was in* 
possession of the domain. They said, 
A nephewofniyfather's, thevery man 
I had addressed my letters to^ and 
whom I had requested to make known 
my Situation to my ikther ; but it was 
evident the treacherous wretch had ne- 
ver interested himselffor me, but mean«« 
!|y, nay, inhumanly, suppresscd my let- 
ters. My heart rose TÄth quick resent- 
ment ägainst the unfeeling monster. — 
* Go, teil your master to come to me 
immediately,* said I. *What name 
shall we give?' said one of them. Der* 
went Vaucluse,' said I; * I insist ou 
seeing him/ The servants looked at 
nVC with amazement. ^ How long has 
my brother bceu dead ?' I asked ; •Some 

mouths^' 
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months/ sai^^woman servant. 'And 
pray, how IcniPhas your tnaster come 
here to resicle ?' * About a month, sifi,* 
Said she ; ' Tis well/ said I ; ' and my 
\inbappy mother is in confinemcnt at 
Soissons : why was she taken so far 
from Cambray?' *Idon't knov/ an- 
swered the woman; *there aremany 
reports ; but I believe Madame made 
choice of tbat place.' 

' «^More discourse passed, but'my 
eousin came not. I sent a second 
message; the man returnedi saying 
His mastervas #ry ill, and was certain 
I could not be the person I pretended 
to be, as Derwent Vaucluse had been 
dead above two years. ^ Your master 
does not choose to see me then,' said I. 
^ I should thiuk so, sir, ' replied he. I 
instantly left the house, and hastencd 
io my Gcnevieve, towhom I imparted 
what had passed.

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*'This gratid stcp atchieved, they 
soon acquire turpitude enough, to 
throw pfF all religion and dread of a 
future State, by listening with rapture 
to the sophistry of the demons around 
hitn, who teach him That a man 's con- 
science is the only hell he has to dread ; 
and, as to the idea of a saviour, it is a 
niere farce, invented by juggling priests,

* There are angels, ' says another author 
of the sanie-nation, ^ who are minister- 
ing spirits, sent forth to those to whom 
the Ahwighty ispleased to communicate 
his will, in the special afFairs of this 
World. Instances of this nature are 
inhuTTierable in the sacred volume. 
Tliese angels assume bodies, in the likc- 
ne3S of human nature, and are capaci- 
tated to speak in the language of men. 
A very awful messenger of this kind 
we have represented in the book of Job, 
which is no inconsiderable proof of the 
real existence of apparitions. The ob- 
scurity of this image conspires to ren^ 
Nder the description ti'uly tremeudous..

*/ night, wiien deep sleep fallcth upon

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'* men, fear came upon me and trem- 
*'bling, which made all mybones to 
'^ shake. Then a spirit passed before my 
' * face. The hair of rny head stood up. 
** It stood still ; but I could not dis- 
** cern the form thereof. An image was 
** before mine eyes ; there was silence, 
*' and Iheard avoice. Shall mortal man 
'* be just before God?^ 

God himself is a spirit, a being 
immaterial and immortal. Angels and 
the souls of men are immaterial, and 
made immortal by the great Supreme 
Being. We are taught that m.any of 
those angels feil from their first State 
of innocence, and were removed, from 
the reajms of happiness, to the man- 
sions of misery. These evil spidts are 
ever meditating the ruin of mankind, 
and employ all their power to sediice 
hmnan souls from the paths of duty. 
Hqw far they have proved successful 
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Iiistory afFürds a melancholy repre- 
sentation. 

^* Satan is said, in the scGond bock 
of Chronicles, tohave tempted David 
to numbcr bis people, tbereby trusting 
more to an ami of flesh, than in the 
Kving God. The dread consequencc 
ofthat was thesudden dcstruction ofa 
great number by pestilcnce. Something 
like this is represented by Homer, in 
bis first Iliad, where Apollo^ by a pes- 
tilential air, deals death to thousands 
in the camp of Achilles. Virgil, like- 
wise, in his iEneid, beantifully Sup- 
ports my assertion, whcre he says : 

Ye subterraneaiv gods^, whose axvful sway 
The gliding ghosts and silent shades obey ; 
O Chaos ! hear, and Phlegethon ,profound, 
Whose solemn empire Stretches wide around 5 ^ 
Givp me, ye great tremendous powers, \o teil * '-

*'I could produce many other iu" 
stauccs of revelation by spiiüs. AiK)- 
ther Englisli writer, in a much ad- 
miredwork, calledthe Spectator, says : 
*Theyare more excusablC; whobelieve 
iii appafitions, than those who reject all 
extraordlnary revelations of this kind^ 
aiid, contrary to the reports of all^hls- 
torians, sacred and profane, ancient 
and modern,, and to the traditions of 
all nations, think the appearance of 
Bpirits fabulous and groundless. Could 
>ye not give ourselves up to the gene- 
ral testimony of riiankmd, we should to 
the revelation of particular persons,. who 
are livingv and whom we know and 
**^cannot distrust in, other matters of fact.' 

*Lucfe* 
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*Lucretius himself (though, by tlie 
course of his philosophy,' says the same 
author, * was obliged to maintain that 
the soul did not exist separate from the 
body) makes no doubt of the reality of 
apparitioiis, and that men often ap-^ 
peared after their death.' Thus you 
see there are so many testimonies to 
prove it, that I hope the period will

-*-*This is not the iirst ti-me I have 
takea opportunities to inculcate the 
same belief;, but I have hitherto beeit- 
laughed at: now I hope, since yoa- 
have been convinced of its reality, that 
niy opinions will have niore Weight. 
You must be persuaded I can have no 
interest in any thing I say, but what 
rclates to your eternal good. To savi^ 
a. kindred soul from the jaws of hell^'^.,

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and lo defeat the piirposes of malig- 
naiit spirits, I would undergo any fa- 
tigue, misery änd distress, that my 
feeble frame could support, so I had 
the happiness of seemg him made sen- 
sible of bis errors, and ready to repose 
unlimited confidence in his God.

You see your 

names erased from this book of frail 

niortality, and they have long since 

bceu erased in heaven."

FoUow implicitly the direc- 
tions of that good pastor you have hi* 
therto had among you, and all will 
be welL Those that now suffer afflic- 
tion shall suffer it Ho more, and those

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iiliich 13 in Store for those tliat do by 
fvery one as they would be done by. 

*' It will be required of those I have 
hinted at that they return to Vento* 
liene. There are some sernces for them 
to perform to the niemory of the dead. 
Our fellow labourer in God, father 
Gregory, will receive instructions of 
what must be done, and it will be his 
duty to see it performed ; that finished, 
you will, in the pleasure ever arising 
from t?ie knowledge of doing good, 
derive that peace which is ever the com- 
panion of the right^oud. The oaths 
you have alyeady taken must be renew- 
ed, and this is termed inauguration. 
You must now draw near and receive 
the sacrament." 

This Said, the whole Company drew 
np, and formcd a circle round the altar. 
The divine iuifititution of our blcssed 
Vol. IL K ^v^\^\ä. 
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Saviour commenced ; the bread add 
wine was hallowed by thegood priests.; 
tliat done, the oath was taken, and 
each confirmed it by the holy sacra« 
ipent^ and, in a manner similar to that 
observed by the protestants, it waa ad- 
ministered to each individual.
